ONE Lﬁ_ﬁL ROBBER

Captures an Illinols Central Train in Lonis-
fana—With the Help of Two Others the
Express Car Is Robbed of $3,000—
Passoengers Unmolested.

NEW ORLEANS, April 18 —A daring and
successfol train robbery was committed
sbout 9 o'clock last night within 77 miles
of this city. A passenger train of the Il
nois Central road, north-bound, left the city
st the usual hour last evening. It was in

charge of Engineer James and Conductor
Robertson. 'When the train reached Ham-
mond station a man boarded the engine, and,
to the surprise of the engineer and fiteman,

them to go shead The command was
obeved. The train was scheduled to meet
another st Independen
siding at that point. To this liftle section,
therefore, the engineer piloted his train.

When No. 2 Independence, the
siding wss taken and the switch barely
tonched when the south-bound train came
thundering along. The soutb-bound train

roceeded on its way without the slightest
Ennwledge that the train just left behind
was about to be robbed. Two eonfederales
of the man on the engine skipped nimbly
aboard and joined their pariner. The
engineer was ordered to reverse the engine
at Newsome Mills, about 77 miles from this
city, and told to come to a halt. The
engineer and fireman were then instructed
to go to the express car and order the
messenger to open his car, which was com-
plied with,

An evtrance into the car, which bears the
treasure of the express company, as well as
that of Uncle Sam, was then effected by the
robbers, and the safe was emptied of its con-
tents, Having completed their work the
knights of the road disappeared in the
dar leaving the meils and the passen-

rs undisturbed. The amount carried off

y the train trobbers hardly exceeds §3,000.
Every effort is being made by the ress
gnd railroad officials and the sheriffs ot the
parishes to intercept the robbers.
